Broaden Your Hori;ons 


As you read this one-half of the world's 
people are starving- to death. There is sick¬ 
ness—deep, far-reaching, soul-shaking sick¬ 
ness—abroad on a planet of whose two and 
one-fourth billion peoples, one and one- 
fourth billion have to hope that they or their 
children will ever be members of a prosper¬ 
ous, respected, intelligently governed coun¬ 
try. These people are the desperate, the 
dangerous of this century. 

These conditions cannot in their entirety 
be blamed on the relatively quick succession 
of wars we have known during the last 
thirty-five years, for experts say that in 
peace time from twenty to thirty million 
people die of starvation each year and that in 
prosperous times, two-thirds of the world's 
population are badly undernourished. 

Knowing these things, can we then even 
pretend to wonder why any form of govern¬ 
ment which offers these people improvement 
gains huge and—judging from the viewpoint 
of the starving — justified support? What¬ 
ever name it goes by — Nazism, Communism 
—it- is the same, for it offers hope to the 
hopeless: a hope which Democracy offered 
during the eighteenth and nineteenth cen¬ 
turies. We in America have made Democ¬ 
racy work more or less for us, but—and I 
challenge you—we have not shown that it 
can work even partially for the rest of the 
world. We have ignored evil where it was 
possible, and when no longer able to ignore, 
we have fought, then retreated again behind 
oceans. 

Now, with the advent of airplanes which 
can circle the globe in hours, the world's 
problems are our problems, and we are faced 
head-on with creeds which cannot be tolerat¬ 
ed by democratic peoples, creeds which do 
not allow our friendship—creeds which do 
not fear our might. And, as men who live in 
caves always are confounded and scattered 
by the startling coming of light, we, the 
voted as well as the voters, are being con¬ 
founded by the world's problems. 

We must readjust to meet these problems. 
Our ways of thinking must broaden. No 
longer; may we think in terms of this state, 
this country, this hemisphere; now we must 
be citizens of the world. And this we catinot 
begin to do until after we have become adult 
members of society. The broadening process 
is a lengthy one. Genuine maturity is found 
only after strenuous and intelligent search¬ 
ing. 

We of the colleges of this nation are the 
true gold reserve of America. We are also 
our country's greatest risk, for though we go 
to school, too few of us are truly educating 
ourselves. Education only begins in the 
classroom. It is up to us to carry on the 
boardening process outside of class. I sug¬ 
gest for your broadening process such books 
the THE HIGH COST OF PREJUDICE, by 
Bucklin Moon. THE PREDICAMENT OF 
MODERN MAN, by Elton Trublood; THE 
MEANING OF TREASON, by Rebecca 
West; such magazines as TIME and NEWS¬ 
WEEK. Read these books, and others like 
them; keep up with weekly newsmagazines 
and daily newspapers. Only by being well- 
informed may you broaden your concept of 
this world.

Totem Poll

President Truman took time off from his 
cruises and piano lessons Wednesday, March

Tyler Junior College athletic 
hit the national limelight 
J ./ this week with the Apache 
basketball team in the National 
Championship Junior College 
tournament at Springfield, Mo. 

The classy Apache quintet won 
the rugged Southwestern Junior 
College Conference though suffer- 
fering two heartbreaking defeats 
and fought their way to the cham¬ 
pionship game of the Southwest 
Regional Tournament at Amarillo. 
Murray Junior College took a com¬ 
manding lead over the Apaches in 
the title bout a£ Amarillo and the 
Indians were never able to catch 
up. The game ended with Tyler on 
the short end of a 59-51 score, but 
they had already cinched a shot 
at the national title at the Spring- 
field tourney by virtue of two 
previous Amarillo victories over 
Northeastern Oklahoma and the 
Cameron Aggies. 

The other time the Apaches had 
a shot at a national championship 
Was December 13 when the pow¬ 
erful Compton Tartars edged the 
Braves by the narrowest possible 
margin of one point 20-19 to take 
the National Junior College foot¬ 
ball Championship. Since that 
fateful day the Apaches have re¬ 
ceived nationwide acclaim with 
their antics on the hardwood. The 
entire basketball team deserves a 
slap on the back for such a suc¬ 
cessful season.

A tough nut for the Apaches 
teams to crack this school year 

has been Lamar Junior College. 

The Cardinals almost ruined the 
Tyler grid season when they jour¬ 
neyed to Tyler last fall. Lamar 
took it on the chin 7-2 that night, 
but did everything except run the 
vaunted Indians out of Lion 


Stadium. They hadn’t read the 
papers about the great victory the 
Tylerites had taken from Kilgore. 
Only a rock-walled goal-line de¬ 
fense kept Lamar from wrecking 
the beautiful record the Apaches 
were piling up at that point. Jim 
Drake managed to hit the speedy 
Les Taylor with one of his bullet 
heaves for six points and the lone 
touchdown of the night. Billy 
Porter split the uprights for the 
final Apache scoring. After that 
came the upset of the Apache bas¬ 
ketball team at A&M. 

Well so much for that — what 
we are getting at is that Lamar’s 
athletic teams are sure to get 
tougher since the hiring of Stan¬ 
dard Lambert, great Austin High 
School coach, as head football 
coach and athletic director. Lam¬ 
bert has had a great record at Aus¬ 
tin and his 1943 team won the 
state championship. He has failed 
very few times to get his team into 
the state playoffs. Regarded as 
one of the coming coaches of the 
state he will be able to lure a lot 
of good boys to Lamar Junior Col¬ 
lege. He approaches the great 
ability of Apache Coach Floyd 
Wagstaff in recruiting players; so 
Lamar, with Lambert and a few 
greenbacks, is in for a rebuilding 
job that will prove rough on the 
rest of the conference within the 
next few years.
